THIS AGREEMENT, made this day of » 1974, by and
between the MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL OF BALTIMORE, a municipal corporation (hereinafter

referred to as the "City"), and BALTIMORE COUNTY, MARYLAND, a body corporate and politic

(hereinafter referred to as the "County").

WHEREAS, the General Assembly of the State of Maryland by an Act known as
Chapter 539, of the Acts of 1924, ecreated a Metropolitan District within Baltimore
County, Maryland, said éistrict being contiguous to Baltimore City, and authorized the
County to construct, msineg;n and operare sewerage systems within said Metropolitan
Distrist, and by sn Act known a3 Chagter 729, of the Acts of 1939, authorized the County
to enter into cemtwactual agreements with the City for the disposal of sewage or drain-
age, and for the #stablishment, canstreectios, operation and enlargement of water supply,

sewerage or drafmmge systems, mad Tor the costs, vrentals, service charges or other fees

in connection thewewith; and

WHEREAS, the County eadf the City entered into agreements dated December 6,
1945, and Januazy 30, 1953, providing for the construction of sewers and for the
discharge of sewage from the Meironolitan District of the County into certain sewerage

systems of the City; and

WHEREAS, since the agrecaents dated December 6, 1945, and January 30, 1963,

there have been substantial increases in population, volume of sewage, operation and

maintenance costs, and costs of construction of the jointly-used sewerage systems; and

WHEREAS, it is the purpose of the parties hereto to continue the operation
of jointly-used sewerage systems between the City and the Metropolitan District of the
County, and to establish a method for the cohputation and payment of costs incurred

by the City and the County in connection with said jointly-used sewerage systems:

st Y U ARTICLE 1 DEFINITION y
A, "Capital Expenditure" is hereby defined as the net costs involved in

the construction and/or installation of any sewer facility and shall include, but not
limited to, the sum of the following ;tems: Land apd/or rights-of-way, surveys,
borings, material, labor preliminary design and field engineering, supervisionm,
construction and inspection of construczi&ﬁ, overhead, and all other contributing
costs or ekpe%sesl Repair a;d/or rehabilitation costs, paid from bond money, may

J. "Wastewater or Sewage™ comsists of the water-carried waste dis-
charged from the dwellings, business buwildings, institutions and indus:rial es;ablish-
ments, supplemented in som¢ instances By frdustrial wastes, surface and sub-surface
waters and storm waters.

A. Nothing in this agreement shall limit or.abrogate any rights or

To the extent hereinafter provided, each party to this Agreement shall

D. The discharge: Ef radioéctive wastes into any of the sanitary sewers
of the other party shall be limited as to quality and character in accordance with
the latest rules and regulatioms of the Health Department of the State of Maryland,
of the Commissioner of Health of tie City of Baltimore, and of the Deputy State or
County Health Officer of Baltimere County, Maryland, whichever of these rules and

ARTICLE VIT CONSTRUCTION OF SANITARY SEWERS

All sanitary sewers, bhouse sewers, interceptors, manholes, bellmouths,
and connections between the-samitary sewers of the City and the Metropolitan Distriect
shall be designed and constructed in accordance with'thg applicable codes, rules

and regulations of the party within whose boundaries the construction is located.

A, Whenever it becomes necessary for one of the parties to repair
and/or rehabilitate as opposed to gxpandiﬁg any part of any jointly-used facility
which veceives, transmits, pumps, treats and/or disposes of sewage, the other
partv shall contribute its proportionate share of all costs resulting from the
pleuning, designing and execution of the said repeir andfor rehabilitationt in-
cluding all materials, labor, engineering and any and all other costs involved
rherein. The cost of {tems referred to in this Article shall be apportioned
according to the Volumetric Method using the quantities of sewage coﬁtribu:ed by

Plant, cespectively, have terminated, the parties hereto ha;e mutually agreed
that any payments hereunder shall be retroactive to July 1, 19;9, and shall continue
in f rce and effect until amemdfed by the parties hereto or until a new agreement

is made between the parties.

If it becomes necessary or desirable in the opinion of either party to
amend this Agreement, such parity shall so notify the other in writing at least
30 days geégre the end of éng'calendar year. Such party shall accompany its
written notificatfon with a dwaft of its desired amendment or new Agreement, If
the parties are unable to agree, the present Agreement shall continue in force.
In the case of disagreement, either barty may initiate arbitratiaﬁ proceedings
according to Article XVI, abimre.

Both parties agree E?at the termination of this Agreement shall not in any
way affect-the contine& reception, transmission, pumping, treatment and/or

disposal of sewage.
